It is noted that the feature of horizontal adjustment of take-up rollers exists solely 
in the species of figure 2, which is non-elected. Therefor, claim 30 stands non-elected 
and withdrawn. 

As seen in Applicant's specification, the non-elected species of figure 2 has a 
roller (160) which is movable in the horizontal direction. The elected species of figure 3 
has a similar roller (260), but explicitly states that this roller is fixed. Figure 3 also has 
an upper roller (234) which is movable, but not explicitly movable in the horizontal 
direction. 

Since Applicant's amendment cancels all elected claims, it is not enterable.
